Committee on the Post Office and Post 
Roads, to which had been referred pe- 
titions and remonstrances against the 
transportation and opening of tin-pub- 
lic mails on the Sabbath day, made the 
following REPORT: 
The Committee on Post Offices and Posl 


Heads, to whom the memorials were re- 
ferred for prohibiting the transportation 
of /he Mails, and the opening of Posl 
Offices, on Sundays, rtjjorf : 
That the memorialists regard the 


first day of the week as a day set apart 
by the Creator for religious exercises : 
and consider the transportation of the 
mail, and the opening of the post offi- 
ces on that day, the violation of reli- 
gious duly, and call for a suppression 
of that practice. 
Others, by counter 


memorials, are known to entertain a 
different sentiment, believing that no 
one day of the \\eek is holier than an- 
other. Others, holding the universality 
and immutability of the Jewish deca- 
logue, believe in the sanctity of the se- 
v~ .„ 
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venth day of the week as a day of re- gree, Church and State. 


Despots may guard their subjects as 
their property, and usurp the "Divine 
prerogative of prescribing their re 
ligious faith 
But the history of the 


world furnishes the melancholy de- 
monstration, that the disposition of one 
man to coerce the religious homage 
of another, springs from an unchasten- 
ed ambition, rather than a sincere de- 
muon to any religion. The princi- 
ples of our Government do not recog- 
nize in the majority, any authority o- 
ver the minority, except in matters 
which regard the conduct of man to 
his fellow man. 
A Jewish monarch, 


by grasping the holy censer, losi both 
his sceptre and his freedom ; a destiny 
as little to be envied, may be the lot of 


dred millions of rational beings, is in 
religious bondage ; and, in reviewing 
the scenes of persecution which history 
everywhere presents, unless the corn- 
mittee could believe that the cries of 
the burning victim, and the flames by 
which he is consumed, bear to Hea- 
ven a grateful incense, the conclusion 
is inevitable, t h a t the line cannot IK- 
too strongly drawn between Church and 
State. 
If a solemn act of legislation 


shall, in one point, define the law of 
God, or point out to the citizen one 
religious duty, it may, with equal pro- 
priety, proceed to define every part of 
divine revelation ; and enforce every 
religious obligation, even to the forms 
and ceremonies of worship; the endow- 
mentof the church, and the support of 
the clergy.

gravity ; it cannot be remembered that 
any have seen him laugh, but many 
have seen him weep ; in proportion of 
body, most excellent; his hands and 
arms, most delectable to behold ; in 
speaking very temperate, modest and 
wise; a man, for his singular beauty, 
surpassing the children of men."

the most exalted notions of the Chris- 
tian religion. 


"Stop it [/ke Sunday Mail] one day 


in seven, and you retard one seventh of 
the advancement of our society." If 
this dictum of this modern Lycurgus be 
correct, then hallowing the Sabbath 
day, and the requirements of the 4th 
Command of the Decalogue are mere- 
ly an old wife's fable — and all occupa- 
tions of devotion, which would inter- 
fere with the -reading of pamphlets, 
papers, letters of business, and other 
transactions to which the transmission 
of the Mail may furnish useful helps, 
ought to be abandoned, as hurtful to the 
advancement and growth of society \ 


There are some men, in and out of 


Congress, who would be delighted with 
the abolition of that tiresome, annoying 
day, called the Sabbath ; and who 
•would not quarrel with these inferen- 
ces, which justly flow from the prem- 
ises in Mr. Johnson's report ; although 
a pagan himself, in the clays of Cicero, 
would have been horrified with their 
atheistical tendency. 


That part'of the Report which refers 


to the Constitution as giving .no au- 
thority to Congress "to inquire and de- 
termine what part of time or whether 
any has been set apart by the Almigh- 
ty for religious exercises,'' is rather in- 
cautious m its language.

ask*the introduction of no religious co- 
ercion into our civil institutions; no 
blending of religion and civil affairs; 
but they'do ask, that the agents of Gov- 
ernment, employed in the Post Office 
Department, may he. permitted to en- 
joy the same opportunities of attending 
to moral and religious instruction, or 
intellectual improvement, on that day, 
which is enjoyed by the rest of their 
fellow citizens'. 
They approach the 


Government, not for personal emolu- 
ment, but as patriots and Christians, to 
express their high sense of the moral 
energy and necessity of the Sabbath for 
the perpetuity of our republican insti- 
tutions ; and respectfully request that 
Congress will not, by legislative enact- 
ments impair those energies. 


• Among' the many reasons which 


might be advanced, that it is both expe- 
dient and a duty to grant the prayer of 
the petitioners, the following are only 
submitted : 


The petitioners ask the enactment of 


no law establishing the first day of the 
week as the Christian Sabbath; they 
only ask the extension and application 
to one Department, of Government, a 
principle which is recognized, and has 
since the foundation of our Govern- 
ment, been acknowledged in every oth- 
er Department. The principle embra- 
ced in the petitions, has. been recogni- 
zed b'y Congress, in adjourning over 
the first day of the week. At the first 
session of the first Congress, a law was 
passed establishing Judicial Courts, 
and in that law Sunday is excepted from 
the days in which that Court may com- 
mence'its sessions. All the other Ex- 
ecutive Departments of Government 
are closed on that day. 
Congress has 


never, by this, considered itself as ex- 
pounding the moral law, or as introdu- 
cing any religious coercion into the ci- 
vil institutions, or making any innova- 
tions upon the religious rights of the 
citizens, or settling by legislation any 
theological question ihat may exist be- 
tween "lews, Sabbatarians, and other 
denominations. 
The good of society 


requires the strict observance of^one 
day in seven. 
Palcy, and other writers 


on moral philosophy, have shown, that 
the resting of men every seventh clay : 
their winding-up their labors and con- 
cerns once in seven days ; their abstrac- 
tion from the affairs of the world, to 
improve their minds and converse with 
their Maker ^ their orderly attendance 
upon-the ordinances of public worship 
and instruction, have a direct and pow- 
erful tendency, to -improve the morals 
and temporal happiness of mankind. 


- The wise and good ruler of the Uni- 
verse made the appointment, not by a 
mere arbitrary exercise of authority, 
but for our good ; and whatever differ- 
ence of opinion may exist in respect to 
the proper day to be observed, almost 
all agree, that one day in seven should 
be devoted to religious exercises. 


That being admitted, can any thing 


-be more reasonable than the request of 
the petitioners, that, at least, so much 
of the law should be repealed, as re- 
quires the post offices to be kept open 
every clay of the week ? Does not the 
enactment of that law plainly imply, 
that mankind is under no moral obliga- 
tion to refrain from secular labor on any- 
day of the week ? Is it not in direct op- 
position to the received opinion of al- 
most all professing Christians? 
It is 


to that part of the law, more particular- 
ly, which requires, in terms, all the post 
masters throughout the United States 
to deliver letters, packets and papers, 
on every day of the week, to which the 
minority of your committee object, and 
which is most offensive to the petition- 
ers. 
In this statute is at once seen 


a palpable encroachment on ihe rights 
of conscience. 
It either drives every 


man, who feels himself morally bound 
to observe the Sabbath in a religious 
manner, from the service of his coun- 
try, and equal participation in her fa- 
vors, or subjects him to the hard terms 
of remaining in office, at the expense of 
his principles. It is freely acknowled- 
ged; that the works of necessity and 
mercy are not forbidden ; and, if the 
transportation of the mail on Sunday, 
could be justified on that ground, 
(which is not admitted) it cannot be 
contended, thai the keeping open offi- 
ces, --.vhrre no ws\] arrives on that day, 
is the work of necessity. 


The arguments which have been ur- 


ged for the transportation of the mail, 
&X. on the Sabbath, are mainly derived 
from commercial convenience, and 
from alleged derangement of business 
and intercourse. This doctrine mili- 
tates against the first principles of good 
morals. If these are important at all, 
they are paramount to the claims of ex- 
pediency: but this plea makes them 
subservient to the pressure of worldly 
business, and converts them into rat-re 
questions of profit and loss. 


Granting the prayer of the petition- 


ers cannot interfere with the religious 
fteliigs or consciences of any portion 
oi the citizens; because, they ask_ no 
service to he performed ; no principle 
to be professed. It is only asked that 
certain duties be not required on a cer- 
tain day. Were it imposing any ser- 
vice, or requiring the profession of any 


opinions, those whose religious senti- 
ments were different, might justly com- 
plain. 
But he who conscientiously be- 


lieves that he is bound to observe the 
seventh day of the week, in a religious 
manner, can have no just reason to 
complain ; because. Government takes 
nothing from him, in permitting^ all 
classes of citizens, to observe the first 
clay of the week, as a day of religious 
rest 
The case would be quite differ- 


ent, did the privilege of resting on that 
clay, impose any thing on any class of 
citizens, contrary to their conscience. 
Therefore, 


Resolved, That it is expedient to 


grant the prayer of the petitioners.

HOUSE OF LORDS, Feb 4. 


A few minutes before 2 o'clock the 


Royal 
Commissioners, namely, the 


Lord Chancellor, Earl Bathurst, Earl 
Rosslyn, the Duke of Wellington, and 
the Earl of Aberdeen, took their seats, 
and the Deputy Usher of the Black 
Rod was sent to require the attendance 
of the House of Commons. 
Soon after 


the Speaker appeared, followed by the 
Members. 
There were about twelve 


peers present, and eight ladies in the 
body of the House. 
The Commons 


having been 
summoned to attend, 


the Speaker, with about sixty mem- 
bers, amongst whom we noticed Sir 
Robert Wilson. Sir Francis Burdett, 
Mr. Charles Grant, Mr. Sadler, Mr. 
Alderman Wood, Sec. &c. appeared at 
the bar, when the following Speech was 
read by the Lord Chancellor : 


Mi) 'Lords and Gentlemen : 
We are commanded by his Majesty 


to inform you that his Majesty receives 
from all Foreign Powers the strongest 
assurance of their desire to maintain 
and cultivate the most friendly rela- 
tions with this country. 


His majesty has seen with satisfac- 


tion that the war between Russia and 
the Ottoman Porte has been brought to 
a conclusion.

6th July, 1827, have been unremitled. 


His Majesty having recently concert- 


ed with his Allies measures for the pa- 
cification and final settlement of Greece, 
trusts that he shall be enabled, at an 
early period, to communicate to you 
the particulars of this arrangement, 
with such information as may explain 
the course which his Majesty has pur- 
sued throughout the progress of these 
important transactions. 


His Majesty laments that he is una- 


ble to announce to you the prospect of 
a reconciliation between the Princes of 
of the House of Braganza. 


His Majesty has not yet deemed it 


expedient 
to re-establish 
upon their 


ancient footing his Majesty's Diploma- 
tic Relations with the Kingdom of 
Portugal : but the numerous embar- 
rassments arising from the continued 
interruptions of these relations,increase 
his Majesty's desire to effect the termi- 
nation of so serious an evil. 
Gentlemen of Ike House of Commons : 


of British produce and manufactures,! 
has exceeded that of any former year. 


His Majesty laments that, notwith- 


standing this indication of active com- 
merce, distress should prevail among 
the agricultural and 
manufacturing 


classes in some parts of the United 
Kingdom. 


It would be most gratifying to the 


paternal feelings of his Majesty U> be 
enabled to propose, for your conside- 
ration, measures calculated to remove 
the difficulties of any portion of his 
subjects, and. at the same time, com- 
patible with the general and perma- 
nent interests of his people. 


It is from a deep solicitude for those 


interests that his Majesty is impressed 
-with the necessity of acting with ex- 
treme caution, in reference to this im- 
portant subject 
His 
Majesty feels 


assured that you will concur with him 
in assigning its full weight to the ef- 
fect of 'unfavorable seasons, and to the 
operation of other causes, which are 
beyond the reach of Legislative con- 
trol or remedy. 


Above all, his Majesty is convinced 


that no pressure of temporary difficul- 
ty will induce you to relax the deter- 
mination which you have uniformly 
manifested, to maintain inviolate the 
public credit, and thus to uphold the 
high character and the permanent wel- 
fare of Ihe country. 


The address in answer to the speech 


(which was as usual a mere echo) was 
passed in the House'of Lords by a vote 
of 71 to 9. and in the House of Com- 
mons, of 153 to!05. 
The reason of 


the small majority in she House was 
that many objected to that part of the 
speech which alluded to the distress of 
the country, which was summed up by 
Mr. Brougham to mean "that there 
may be distress, but it is partial."— 
Lord Stanhope moved an amendment 
in the following words: That this 
K-iuse (Lords) sees with the deepest 
sorrow and anxiety, the severe distress 
which prevails in the country, and will 
immediately proceed to examine its 
causes with a view to a remedy,"—lost 
as above. In the House,Sir E. Knatch- 
bull. moved the following amendment 
to the proposed address : "That the 
distress was general thoughout the 
country, that it extended in some parts 
to a frightful 
degree, and that the 


House should adopt immediate mea- 
sures to alleviate it." 
This was also 


lost as above. 


In the House of Commons, Februa- 


ry 5, Mr. Robinson inquired "whether 
any negotiation is pending between fhis 
country and the United States, with a 
view to the renewal of a direct inter- 
course between the United States and 
our possessions in Canada/' 


Mr. Secretary Peel—My answer to 


the Hon. Gentleman's question is this 
—that a communication has been re- 
ceived from the Minister of the U. S 
on that important subject; and that this 
communication is still under the con- 
sideration of bis Majesty's »-overnment. 


In replying to an observation of Mr. 


Huskisson, Mr. Peel said, the Hon. 
Member had avowed his satisfaction at 
the speech of the American President. 
His (Mr. P.'s) was equally great, for 
the President's expression of amity and 
friendship towards this country were 
such as it gave him extreme pleasure 
to re-echo with respect to America, 
and he hoped that all the future compe- 
tition between the two coumries would 
be that of industry, peace and civiliza- 
tion !

In the course of the debate m the 


H. of Commons, Mr. Peel expressed his 
great satisfaction at finding England so 
well spoken of in your President's mes- 
sage, and uttered many civil and Inend- 
ly wishes respecting the preservation 
of harmonious intercourse between the 
two nations. The circumstance that 
this is almost the first instance in which 
a Minister of England in Parliament 
has mentioned the United States in 
terms of kindness, I might almost say 
of common courtesy.—this circum- 
stance, I say, gives to Mr. Peel's re- 
marks a distinctive and important char- 
acter, that will not escape the notice of 
the people of the United States; and 
while it evinces that you have made 
some progress in the good will of the 
English public, will at the same time 
demonstrate how much such desirable 
results depend on the degree of courte- 
sy manifested by your public men to 
wards other nations. The only thing 
to be feared is, that the American pub- 
lic will augur too much from the inci- 
dent in question, that in the cordiality 
of first impressions, they will hail Mr. 
Peel's speech as a pledge for the main- 
tenance of perfect harmony in the rela- 
tions of the two countries, without ad- 
verting to the ministerial wariness with 
which he confines himself to a measu- 
red and precise reciprocation ot the 
President's hopes and professions of 
amity, and not to go beyond him in any 
thing but rhetorical ardor. 
Mr. Peel 


is an honest, upright individual, who 
would not himself desire to be under- 
derstood in the present case, and you 
are not now to learn for the first time, 
that with a British Minister, British 
interests are British rights, and have 
frequently been maintained as such at 
the expense, and in some instances al- 
most to the destruction of other powers 


Mr. Brougham lately observed in 


Parliament, '"'The wilful publication of 
that which was private and confiden- 
tial, could not be marked by too strong 
an expression of contempt and abhor- 
rence.". This sentiment should be 
every where circulated in theU. States.

Another Dreadful 
Explosion 
The 


steam boat Helen M'Gregor, Capt. 
Tyson, on her way from New Orleans 
to Louisville, stopped at Memphis on 
Wednesday morning 24th Feb. and had 
been there about 25 or 30 minutes, 
when one or more of her boilers burst, 
with the usual dreadful consequences. 
There were supposed to be on board 
upwards of 350 deck passengers, and 
altogether, including cabin passengers, 
Sec. not less than 480 persons. 
Our 


informant, who was himself one of the 
cabin passengers, and was, at the mo- 
ment of the explosion, on the plank in , 
the act of passing from the boat to the 
shore, is unable to say how many were 
killed and wounded, or to give the 
names of the sufferers. Capt. Tyson 
was injured, but not seriously. 
One of 


the engineers and one of the pilots were 
killed. 
It is feared that the number of 


those who were instantly killed or were 
likely to die of their wounds, cannot be 
much short of sixty. 
At least thirty- 


are known to have been destroyed.— 
None of those in the cabin were inju- 
red. 
The boiler deck was completely 


demolished and blown to pieces, and 
the bow was much shattered, but the 
hull did not appear to be affectecLby the 
shock. 


The Memphis Advocate of the 26th 


nit. contains the annexed list of killed 
and wounded so far as ascertained.— 
Great havoc must have been made a- 
mong1 the deck passengers, a considera- 
ble number of whom, as the crew were 
about shoving orV the boat, had crowded 
on the boiler deck.

Judge REED, of Carlisle, has prepa- 


red for the press, a copy of "Black- 
stone'sCornmentaries," transformed in- 
to an elementary exposition of the sys- 
tem of jurisprudence existing in Penn- 
sylvania. 


The following presents a brief out- 


line of the manner in which it has been 
attempted to execute that design. 


1. The language and arrangement of 


the Commentaries are preserved with- 
out any alteration, so far as they point 
directly to the origin, history, or pre- 
sent slate of our laws. 


2 Such portions as are irrelevant are 


totally rejected, or briefly noticed, for 
the sake of analogy or illustration. 


3. All the acts of Parliament, so far 


as in force here, are incorporated in the 
body of the work, and those not in force 
are designated. 


4. The common law is exhibited m 


the form it has issued under the opera- 
tion of our statute laws, the extensive 
introduction of the principles or prac- 
tice in equity, and the changes in our 
local and political relations. 


4. Our acts of assembly are introdu- 


ced in their appropriate places, and 
combined with the common law,where- 
ever th'ey are applicable, so as to pre- 
sent the whole Pennsylvania system 
entire. 


6. The organization of our courts 


is set forth, and the remedies accord- 
ing to our peculiar forms of practice. 
In fine, the attempt has been n/ade^o 
transform the Commentaries from the 
meridian of English jurisprudence to 
that of Pennsylvania, so as to afford as 
far as practicable a continuous view of 
our whole system. 


Our criminal code is not yet finally 


settled. 
The fourth book therefore on 


crimes and misdemeanors is omitted. 


The whole is comprised in two vo- 


lumes of about six hundred page^each, 
and will be shortly put to press. Inq.

The Cherokee Phoenix of Feb.>24th, 


states that the census of the nation in 
1810, gave a total of 13,219, including- 
583 blacks and 341 whites. In 1824 
another census was taken, and the re- 
sult was 15,580. To which must be

Total increase in 14 years, 4841 ; or 
36i per Cent. In addition to this, 500 
Cherokees removed into the Tribe, 
from North Carolina, between 1810 
and 1824, so that the whole population 
at the last mentioned date, deducting 
the 3000 who had emigrated, was 15,- 
560. "What the population now is," 
says the Phoenix, "we are unable to 
say; but this we know, the Cherokees, 
since 1824, have been as rapidly in- 
creasing as at any former period.
